DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Claims 1-8 show three different embodiments: 

(1) Species 1, claims 1-3, wherein the claims pertain to the particulars of video 
encoding and prediction encoding. 

(2) Species 2, claims 4-6, wherein the claims pertain to the particulars of specific 
video decompression. 

(3) Species 3, claims 7-8, wherein the claims pertain to the specifics of data 
transceivers. 

The search for Species 1 would be class/sub 375,240.12 (predictive video 
encoding), the search for Species 2 would be 375/240.25 (specific decompression 
process) and the search for Species 3 would be 375/219 (data transceiving). Each 
species requires a special search that would be very burdensome for examination since 
multiple class/subclass need to be searched because of the separate classifications that 
each species has since each species has separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
above. Each species have been shown to have formed a separate subject for inventive 
effort when the examiner can show a recognition of great separate inventive effort by 
inventors. Each species can be used separately since there are many types of video 
encoders, video decoders, and transceivers or data transceiving systems that may use 
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a variety of alternative forms of video transmission mediums/standards/formats, etc. 
Thus, each species is distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
